A charity horse 
show is being staged 
at Pencoed College 
on Sunday, August 
16, by a local 
woman whose face 
has been rebuilt by 
staff at Morriston 
Hospital. 

The show is being put 
on by Susan Alldridge of 
Park Street, Maesteg, to 
raise funds for the 
Maxilliofacial department 
at Morriston Hospital. 

It will take place exact¬ 
ly a year to the day since 
Susan was kicked in the 
face by a young horse. 

She said: “I was work¬ 
ing at a stable and was 
leading the horse from a 
field. 

“He reared up and 
lunged forward, kicking 
out his hind legs, catching 
me on the side of the 
face.” 

Susan, aged 26, suf¬ 
fered a shattered jaw, loss 
of teeth and at one time 
was told she may lose her 
left eye. She also suffered 
temporary facial paraly¬ 
sis. 

The team in Morriston 
sedated Susan for 48 
hours while they created a 
model of her face to gain 
a clear understanding of 
what needed to be done 
during her operation. 

She went into theatre 
on August 18 and under¬ 
went a 14-hour pioneering 
operation. Her operation 
was documented because 
she survived such severe 
injuries, and because of 
the groundbreaking treat¬ 
ment she received. 

The team managed to 
save her eye and her sight 
and the facial paralysis 
has almost gone. She also 
has very little scarring. 

“I will be having more 
surgery next year,” she 
revealed. “I need another 
bone graft into the jaw 
because the bone was 


shattered. I will also be 
having teeth implants to 
replace the ones I lost.” 

Susan, who is married 
to Stephen, is still unable 
to work, but is grateful to 
the team at Morriston for 
everything they did. She 
is a Maesteg girl and her 
maiden name was Tracey. 

“I have already organ¬ 
ised some charity 
fundraising events, but I 
am hoping this show will 
raise quite a lot of money 
for them to buy new 
equipment,” she said. 

Despite all that has 
happened, Susan has not 
lost her love of horses. 

“I have three of my 
own but I am not allowed 
to ride them at the 
moment,” she said. 

“I am hoping to get the 
all-clear in time to take 
part in the show myself.” 

She is also hoping that 
the show will be support¬ 
ed by both riders and the 
public.

At around 10.40pm 
on Friday, July 31, at 
Tremains Road, 
Bridgend, 18-year-old 
pedestrian Emma Adele 
Morris, from the 
Bridgend area, was 
involved in a collision 
with a silver Renault 
Clio. 

She sustained serious 
injuries and later died at 
the Princess of Wales 
Hospital, Bridgend. The 
incident occurred close 
to the Honda Garage. 

Her family issued this 
tribute: “ Emma Adele 
Morris, the daughter of 
Kenneth Morris and sis¬ 
ter of Sarah and 
Richard Morris, was 
loved by everyone who 
knew her and will be 
sorely missed. 

“Emma was a caring 


young girl who lost her 
mum tragically nine 
months ago to cancer. 

“Emma was a very 
special person ”. 

Officers would like to 
speak to anyone who 
witnessed the collision 
or who stopped to pro¬ 
vide assistance. 

They would also like 
to speak to anyone who 
may have seen the silver 
Renault Clio being driv¬ 
en prior to the collision,

Novice surfers fall 
victim to Rest Bay 
tide and currents 


LIFEGUARDS at 
Rest Bay are warn¬ 
ing that even good 
swimmers can get 
into trouble in 
Porthcawl when the 
local currents are 
at their strongest. 

The problem was 
highlighted last week¬ 
end when lifeguards had 
to monitor surfers who 
had strayed outside the 
safe areas, and who 
were in danger of being 
swept onto rocks. 

On Saturday, August 
1, a combination of 
large surf and strong 
currents meant that life¬ 
guards deployed their 
Rescue Water Craft 
(RWC) throughout the 
afternoon to patrol the 
most dangerous area of 
the bay. 

During the afternoon, 
six surfers had to be 
assisted to safety as they 
were unable to paddle 
against the strong cur¬ 
rent, and were at risk of 
being smashed onto 
sharp rocks. 

Lifeguard Chris Page 
said: “The big waves 


attracted a lot of surfers 
to the beach over the 
weekend. Many of these 
were novices and they 
were unfamiliar with the 
strong currents we get 
here at Rest Bay. 

“Unfortunately, 
despite our use of sig¬ 
nage and PA safety 
announcements, six 
surfers were unable to 
make their way back to 
shore against the cur¬ 
rent. 

“We urge all visitors 
to the beach to pay 
close attention to the 
safety signage and swim 
and surf in the designat¬ 
ed zones at all times.” 

At Rest Bay, red and 
yellow flags are for 
swimming and body¬ 
boarding, and the black 
and white flags are for 
surfing and other craft. 

Chris Pafe issued a 
general warning that 
applies to the entire 
coast: “We also advise 
all beach go-ers to only 
visit beaches which 
have lifeguards on duty 
this summer.” 

Earlier in the week, 
on Thursday, July 30, at

Walking - and gardening 
- on a trek in the Vale

ECENTLY, 
Barbara had 
to cancel her 
planned walk to the 
Dyffryn Crawnon 
horseshoe following 
an injury to her 
foot, which is 
mending. 

However, quick as a 
flash, a very shrewd 
Rachel stepped into the 
breach with a call to 
those who had nothing 
better to do - to accom¬ 
pany her on a recce in 
the lovely Vale. 

Bring some secateurs 
was the cry, as the recent 
heat and rainfall has 
seen the vegetation 
almost grow before your 
very eyes and this was 
her chance to have help 
in clearing footpaths 
before her walk planned 
for later in August. 

Nine walkers 
answered the call com¬ 
plete with sticks and 
secateurs, as requested, 
and setting off from the 
Barry Waterfront, they 
made their way to the 
small hamlet of City, 
near Llansannor. 

Going northwards 
past a disused quarry, 
they turned west, mak¬ 
ing their way along path¬ 
ways through Gelli-goll 
and the woods behind 
Rectory Farm. These are 
paths that have been 
inaccessible for years, 
but having been cleared 
it is pure pleasure to be 
able to walk them! 

Some road-walking 
led to Isycoed Farm 
(where there is a new 
diversion going around 


the farm instead of 
through it) and then 
across fields to rejoin the 
lane leading to Graig 
Penllyn. Following the 
topmost lane, they 
stopped for morning cof¬ 
fee on a verge before 
tramping on to Vistla 
Farm. 

A sunken track led 
them down to Penllyn 
village and they fol¬ 
lowed the road towards 
the Red Fox Inn, en 
route passing Dr 
Salmon’s Wells. There 
are three wells, two of 
which are original and 
supported the village 
during times of drought. 

Having fallen into dis¬ 
repair at the end of the 
19th century, Dr Salmon 
of Penllyn Court paid for 
their repair and a third 
well was dug. After 
piped water was intro¬ 
duced to the area, they 
were badly neglected in 
the 1930s and became 
overgrown and derelict. 


However, as part of the 
Millennium celebrations 
in 2000, they were 
restored. 

Turning away from 
the village, the group 
dropped down past 
another disused quarry 
and followed part of the 
Valeways Millennium 
Trail, adjacent to Coed y 
Stanby, and met another 
path diversion, bypass¬ 
ing a garden further 
along. 

They crossed a road 
and made their way up 
through a field and a 
wooded valley at Graig 
before turning west at 
the top and making their 
way back to City. 

The forecasted show¬ 
ers never came, the day 
was bright, warm and 
sunny and clearing path¬ 
ways as they walked 
made for fun and plenty 
of laughter. 

On August 8, meet at 
Llantwit Major railway 
station in plenty of time 


to catch the 9.22am train 
to Bridgend for the 13.5- 
mile moderate walk back 
to Llantwit, overland 
and via beaches and the 
coastal path; contact Joy 
on 01446 737131. 

On August 13, the last 
of the summer evening 
walks will leave Penarth 
cliff top car park at 7pm 
for a four-mile easy cir¬ 
cular walk to Lavernock 
Nature Reserve; contact

P ROBABLY 
no-one would 
sniff at a 

European market 
of 500 million cus¬ 
tomers (although 
the rest of the 
world is much big¬ 
ger). 

This was, after all, 
how the Common 
Market was sold to us 
originally. Sadly, Mr. 
Heath forgot to mention 
the political baggage 


which would come with 
membership. 

This is what he said: 
“There are some in this 
country who fear that, in 
going into Europe, we 
shall in some way sacri¬ 
fice independence and 
sovereignty. These fears, 
I need hardly say, are 
completely unjustified.” 

To the extent that he 
and the contemporary 
European leaders knew 
that this was untrue, our 
whole membership of 
what is now the 


European Union is based 
on what we might, if 
feeling charitable, call a 
misrepresentation. 

If the EU restricted 
itself to providing a 
common market and to 
cross border matters, fair 
enough, but what have 
the following to do with 
either of these? - rural 
Post Office closures, 
fortnightly bin collec¬ 
tions, the aggravation of 
trying to open a bank 
account, home informa¬ 
tion packs, vitamin sup¬ 
plements, booster car 
seats for 12-year-olds, 
banning bent (or 
straight) cucumbers and 
forked carrots? These 
were all instigated by 
Brussels. 

As I understand it, 
only the (unelected) 
Commission can propose 
EU legislation. Whether 
the percentage of our 
laws coming from 
Brussels is 80, 40 or 
anything else, the under¬ 
lying question is “Who 
asked their opinion any¬ 
way?” 

I tried once to find the 
answer to this question, 
in relation to banning 
mercury in barometers. 
After much correspon¬ 
dence, the best I 
obtained was the follow¬ 
ing from one Klaus 
Berend: “It is not possi¬ 


ble to attribute the idea 
to one individual person 
or event.” 

So it seems that we 
are governed by laws 
initiated by anonymous 
members of an unelected 
body. And what is the 
difference between laws 
and regulations? Can 
regulations be ignored? I 
don’t think so. 

Among the minor 
concessions which we 
have made are those on 
immigration, and what 
used to be our fishing 
industry, given away to 
be wrecked by the EU. 
Iceland, if you want to 
join, watch out! 

Finally, there is the 
utter cynicism of this 
organisation and its 
acolytes. They tell the 
Irish to vote and vote 
again until they give the 
correct answer, and 
break their promise to us 
because they are afraid 
of the result. 

Meanwhile, they carry 
on implementing the 
Lisbon whateveritis as 
though they had won. 

The EU’s disgraceful 
finances, and how we 
have become supplicants 
for our own money, 
would be the subject of a 
letter on their own.

AST month, 

I issued a 
statement 
on how education 
is supporting the 
Welsh Assembly

In education, our 
responsibilities range 
from the way we 
design and manage 
our buildings 
(schools, colleges and 
universities), to the 
education and skills 
that we offer to our 
children and young 
people - and, indeed, 
learners of all ages. 

One of the most 
important committees I 
attend as Education 
Minister is the climate 
change cabinet com¬ 
mittee, where Ministers 
contribute directly to 
this priority area, so 
critical to our responsi¬ 
bilities in helping to 
deliver the annual 
three per cent carbon 
reductions we have set 
as a Government. 


The UK Climate 
Projections 2009, 
released in June, pro¬ 
jected that some cli¬ 
mate change is 
inevitable due to past 
greenhouse gas emis¬ 
sions. We need to plan 
and prepare for this, to 
increase our resilience 
and minimise our risk. 

In combating climate 
change, we recognise 
the importance of 
improved energy effi¬ 
ciency in our education 


buildings. The 
money we put into 
new school build¬ 
ings, and refur¬ 
bishing older 
buildings, must 
incorporate basic 
energy efficiency 
measures, as well 
as introducing or 
using renewable 
energy technolo¬ 
gies. 

All new school 
and college build¬ 
ings which we 
fund must meet 
the BREEM 
Excellent standard 
for environmental 
effectiveness. 

The Eco Schools 
programme, so pop¬ 
ular in our Vale 
schools, helps to drive 
the energy efficiency 
agenda and engage our 
children in the educa¬ 
tional awareness and 
understanding of their 
environment. 

Leadership by our 
young ‘eco champions’ 
is a powerful force in 
changing behaviour at 
home as well as school, 
as pupils grasp the 
message and the chal¬

Town centre road 
changes planned 


A SCHEME to 
introduce improved 
traffic management 
and increased on¬ 
street parking in 
Penarth town cen¬ 
tre was approved 
by the Vale 
Council’s cabinet 
on July 29. 

Coun Gordon Kemp, 
Leader of the Council, 
said: “The proposals are 
very similar to those 
that formed the basis for 
the bid to the Welsh 
Assembly Government 
for urban renewal fund¬ 
ing three years ago. 

“Although that bid 
was unsuccessful, it was 
accepted that the details 


of the bid would form 
the basis of improve¬ 
ments in Penarth, as and 
when funds became 
available. 

Those proposals 
received overwhelming 
support from residents, 
traders and visitors 
alike.” 

He continued: 
“Council funds have 
now been identified for 
this financial year to 
allow the introduction 
of traffic regulation 
orders, to create new 
one-way systems in 
parts of Arcot Street and 
Glebe Street, to comple¬ 
ment the existing sys¬ 
tems operating in 
Ludlow Street and 
Ludlow Lane. 


“Additional con¬ 
trolled parking for both 
residents and shoppers 
will be provided, as 
well as enhanced provi¬ 
sion for goods vehicle 
loading bays, additional 
disabled drivers’ park¬ 
ing spaces, motor cycle 
parking bays and cycle 
stands.” 

The Vale Council’s 
planning committee on 
July 30 approved the 
giving of public notice 
for the scheme, and 
detailed information on 
the proposals will be 
announced shortly.

A Llantwit Major

to 151 of the crea¬ 
tures. 

Ian Crosby, aged 48, 
admitted seven charges 
under the Animal 
Welfare Act, which also 
related to five iguanas in 


his possession, the local 
authority prosecuting 
him said. 

Crosby imported tor¬ 
toises from Prague in the 
Czech republic, but one 
batch was suffering from 
herpes, which spread 
among the other animals 
because of the environ¬ 
ment they were kept in. 

Inspectors from the 
Vale Council, which 
brought the court case 
against him, also found

tortoises clambering over 
each other to get to the 
heat from the one lamp 
that was turned on in 
their pen. 

The iguanas were 
found to be so close to 
the lamp in their vivari¬ 
um they were at serious 
risk of suffering bums. 
They had no access to 
water either. 

He admitted allowing 
the animals to suffer 
unnecessarily, and to not 
taking reasonable steps 
to ensure their needs 
were met. 

He also admitted fail¬ 
ing to provide suitable 
environments for animals 
in his care. 

Vale magistrates gave 
him a four-month prison 
sentence, suspended for 
two years. 

He will be supervised 
for 12 months and must 
carry out 200 hours 
unpaid work. 

He was also banned 
from keeping animals for 


five years. 

A council spokes¬ 
woman said: “In 2008, 
the Vale Council 
received complaints over 
the health of animals Mr 
Crosby was selling via 
his internet business. 

“The decision to pros¬ 
ecute Mr Crosby was 
made following a com¬ 
prehensive investigation 
by licensing officers, 
during which informa¬ 
tion was received from 
eminent veterinary prac¬ 
titioners who, due to the 
severity of this case, 


needed to seek permis¬ 
sion from the Royal 
College of Veterinary 
Surgeons to breach client 
confidentiality. 

“This was a national 
case in which the council 
had to respond to com¬ 
plaints from all over the 
country. 

“The council is 
pleased with the outcome 
of this case and the sen¬ 
tence imposed by the 
court reflects the serious¬ 
ness of the charges 
brought against Mr 
Crosby.”

Bees need night snacks 


AUGUST is now 
upon us, and to the 
beekeeper it heralds 
the slowing down of 
the season. 

In fact, the season has 
been on hold for most 
of July, thanks to the 
incessant rain. 

The bees have man¬ 
aged to get out foraging 
on some of the days of 
July, but very little in 
the way of nectar has 
been collected. 

Stores within the hive 
are being consumed, 
and the beekeeper must 
keep an eye on things 
and supply a liquid feed 
where required. 

To prepare a liquid 
feed, take a 21b bag of 
sugar (1 kilo) and add to 
it one pint of water. 

Yes, I know we have 
now gone metric, but I 
am a little long in the 
tooth and remember the 
old measures. 

Anyway, back to the 
feeding; it must be 
stressed that white 
refined sugar must be 
used, as opposed to nat¬ 
ural cane sugar. 

The use of cane sugar 
would give the bees a 


form of dysentery. 

Strange, I know, but 
there you have it - 
warm water is the norm 
but cold will do as the 
sugar will dissolve 
eventually. 

Today’s plastic 
lemonade bottles make 
excellent containers for 
the liquid sugar. 

Giving the feed to the 
bees is simple enough: 
remove the hive roof, 
then a watertight wood¬ 
en box that has the same 
dimensions as the hive 
is put on top. 

Some two inches 
from one end of the 
box, there is a divider 
which separates the bees 
from the liquid sugar, 
and a slot in the ensuing 
space gives them the 
ability to access the feed 
as they need it. 

Before I put in the 
liquid, a good layer of 
grass is added and this 
gives the bees a surface 
to walk upon, so pre¬ 
venting them drowning 
in the liquid. 

The roof is replaced, 
and the bees left to get 
on with it. 

Feeding should only 
be done in the evening 


when the bees are set¬ 
tled for the night. 

To do this during the 
day would mean that 
every hive in the vicini¬ 
ty would detect the 
feed, and you would be 
besieged by the occu¬ 
pants of every hive 
around you. 

So, for the good of 
the Apiary and yourself, 
feeding at night is the 
best option. 

I myself have been 
feeding all my hives for 
the past two weeks. 

In particular, the two 
nucleus hives and the 
swarm, are doing very 
well. 

I want them in top 
condition to face the 
coming winter. 

Most of the bees 
which will be raised 
now will be the longest 
lived and will carry the 
hive through the winter. 

As ever, the Varroa 
mite is still with us and 
their control and treat¬ 
ment will be next 
month’s subject.

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Law changes for local 
looked-after children 

COUNCIL officers are warn- has been sent to this country for edu- 


ing about a change in the law 
relating to children, and say 
that it is now a legal require¬ 
ment to let the council know if 
you (or someone you know) is 
looking after someone else’s 
child for more than 28 days. 

Known as private fostering, it is an 
arrangement where a child under 16 
years old (or 18 if the child has a dis¬ 
ability) is living away from home for 
28 days or more, not necessarily at 
one time, and is cared for by someone 
who is not their parent, grandparent, 
brother, sister, aunt, uncle, step parent 
or person with parental responsibility. 

A Bridgend County Borough 
Council spokeswoman said: “For 
example, private fostering might 
involve a teenager who lives with a 
friend’s family, children staying with 
another family because their parents 
have separated or divorced, a child 
whose parents need to have a pro¬ 


cation or health care by parents who 
live oversees.” 

The council has to be told, as it is 
its duty to ensure that the welfare of 
the child is being safeguarded, and 
also to provide support to the parents 
and carers. 

The spokeswoman said: “A dedi¬ 
cated Private Fostering Officer (PFO) 
can offer help, advice and information 
to everyone involved in the private 
fostering arrangement. 

“The PFO will carry out necessary 
checks and visit you and the child reg¬ 
ularly to make sure everyone contin¬ 
ues to be happy with the arrangement. 

“In exceptional circumstances, the 
local authority may be able to offer 
financial help. 

“You should inform the council six 
weeks before the arrangement starts, 
or as soon as possible if the arrange¬ 
ment has already started. You can do 
this by calling the Private Fostering 
Officer on 01656 642349 or emailing

Noisy neighbour has 
stereo confiscated 


PUBLIC protection 
watchdogs are warning 
noisy neighbours that 
they risk losing equip¬ 
ment, such as stereos 
and televisions, if they 
don’t act responsibly. 

It follows a recent 
incident in which two 
DVD/VCR televisions, 
two hi-fi systems, a set 
of speakers, a digital TV 
box and a DVD player 
were confiscated from 
an address in Porthcawl 
after a resident ignored 
an abatement notice to 


keep the noise down. 

Lee Jones, group 
manager for public pro¬ 
tection, said: “If a com¬ 
plaint is made about 
excessive noise, officers 
will monitor and record 
noise levels using spe¬ 
cialist equipment and 
take action if those lev¬ 
els are found to consti¬ 
tute a statutory nui¬ 
sance. 

“An abatement notice 
will be issued under the 
Environmental 


Protection Act 1990. If 
there are any further 
problems, officers will 
take further action, up to 
and including applying 
for a warrant to seize 
equipment from the 
premises. 

“The public protec¬ 
tion department will 
continue to monitor all 
noise complaints and 
take robust action wher¬ 
ever necessary.”

Barry lifeboat races 
to stricken boat 


Civic society wants 
to keep the Embassy 


BARRY lifeboat crew 
raced to rescue a drifting 
boat last Saturday 
(August 1) after it suf¬ 
fered engine failure. 

The yacht, which left 
Swansea with two persons on 
board, was rescued in the early 
hours by the RNLI Barry Dock 
Lifeboat. 

Another vessel which was 
escorting it tried to take the 
incapacitated boat under tow, 
but the lines parted on several 
occasions. 

The Barry Dock Lifeboat 
was launched, located the boat 
and took it under tow and safe¬ 
ly brought it to Barry harbour 
for urgent repairs. 

Gerry Adams, the volunteer 
RNLI press officer at Barry, 


said: “This rescue was the first 
under the command of a newly- 
qualified coxswain, Ed Hides. 

“Ed has had intensive train¬ 
ing locally, and at the Lifeboat 
College in Poole. He will 
become another fully-trained 
coxswain on the crew of the 
Barry Dock Lifeboat.” 

The full time coxswain, 
Hugh Davies said that the 
Barry Dock Lifeboat has a very 
highly-trained and motivated 
crew and welcomes the promo¬ 
tion of Ed. 

Mr Adams said that the 
training of volunteer crews is 
of the highest standards in the 
world. 

He added: “It is through con¬ 
tinuous voluntary contributions 
and legacies that the RNLI are 
able to provide this service.” 


BRIDGEND Civic 
Society is to object to 
plans to demolish the old 
Embassy Cinema in the 
town. 

The society has said it 
would prefer to see the old 
cinema converted to another 
use. 

Spokesman Natalie Murphy 
said that the plans to demolish 
the Embassy were discussed at 
the last committee meeting. 

Owner Mel Matthias wants 
to replace it with a temporary 
car park but long term, he 
would like to build a hotel on 
the gateway site. 

She said: “It has no protec¬ 
tion because it is not a listed 
building and is just outside the 
conservation area.

WORTH CATCHING

HILE 
indis¬ 
putably an 
actor of some 
weight and gravi- 
tas, Denzel 
Washington cer¬ 
tainly isn’t afraid of 
mixing it up, star¬ 
ring in films that 
aim to entertain 
rather than engage. 

There may have been 
the odd mis-step in that 
plan ( Virtuosity, The 
Siege ) but when teamed 
with director Tony Scott 
in the likes of Crimson 
Tide and Man On Fire 
(we’ll just brush Deja- 
Vu under the carpet), the 
results have been more 
than watchable. 

The pair team up 
again in a remake of The 
Taking of Pelham 123, 
where Washington plays 
Walter Garber, a subway 
dispatcher who finds 
himself embroiled in 
events when criminals 
(led by John Travolta) 
hijack a subway car and 
hold the passengers ran¬ 
som. 

Demanding $100 mil¬ 
lion in an hour, or else 
they will kill the passen¬ 
gers, Garber finds him¬ 
self embroiled in a situa¬ 
tion that is far bigger 
than he expected... 

It seems that 
Hollywood is slowly 
running out of ideas, 
such is the collection of 
films based on comic 


book/fictional 
book/computer 
game/remakes (delete 
where applicable). 

Nine times out of 10, 
this ‘reimagining’ of 
existing source materi¬ 
als, a phrase coined by 
Tim Burton concerning 
his disastrous take on 
Planet of The Apes, do 
nothing more than reaf¬ 
firm our affinity for the 
original. 

Having only been 
mildly aware of the orig¬ 
inal film and novel that 
The Taking of Pelham 
123 was based on, it 
meant that I wasn’t 
going into the film with 
any baggage or expecta¬ 
tion - resulting in an 
often gripping, yet 
somewhat lightweight, 
film that plays to the 
strengths of the main 
players, without ever 
truly pushing them¬ 
selves.

He offers more of the 
same here, the story set¬ 
up constricting his way 
with a set-piece, but 
Scott still injects into the 
film his unique editing 
and camera movements, 
while showing a com¬ 
fortable ability to ramp 
up the tension. 

It livens what could 
have been a far more 
low-key piece into 
something a touch more 
visually arresting. 

The two leads are 
more than adequate in 
their roles, yet the feel¬ 
ing that they’re operat¬ 
ing within the comfort 
zone is all too prevalent. 

Very few do ‘noble 
everyman’ as well as 
Denzel Washington, and 
while his character here 
has a murky past that the 
actor manages to subtly 
convey, he is ultimately 
the kind of character 
Washington excels at.

Michael John should 
have led to a second 
score for the Blue Bulls, 
but as in last week’s 
game, the ball was 
dropped with the try-line 
begging. 

That mistake was then 
punished when Wales’ 
Dragonhearts hooker 
Byron Williams scored a 
third for the home team 
after an Aaron 
Humphries break. Then, 
two quick scores from 
former Wales union 
international Hywel 
Jenkins, and two goals 
from Jeremy Lloyd, put 
Blackwood 26-4 up. 

The Bulldogs looked 
certain to grab a fifth 
score but a superb tackle 
from full-back Matthew 
Pritchard stopped Brian 
Williams, and then it 
was Bridgend who had 
the final say of the half 
when teenage prop Rhys 
Hawkins charged for¬ 
ward and slipped in a 
great pass for Lloyd 
O’Connor to score. 

Gareth Howells 
kicked the extra two 
points to make it 26-10 
at half-time. 

The Blue Bulls started 
the second half the better 
and were rewarded when 
David James raced over 


for a second after good 
work from William 
Bums and Michael John, 
with Howells again con¬ 
verting. 

Hywel Jenkins then 
claimed his hat-trick to 
make it 30-16, and the 
floodgates seemed about 
to open. 

However, finally 
something seemed to 
click and it was 
Bridgend who rallied, 
great play from Lee 
Smith and Tylon Mafi 
sending Daniel Smith 
under the posts. 
Moments later, a great 
gmbber kick from Lloyd 
O’Connor on the final 
tackle found David 
James, who pounced on 
the ball to claim a great 
hat-trick. 

That brought the Blue 
Bulls to within just four 
points and they should 
have taken the lead sec¬ 
onds later when Gareth 
Howells won the re-start 
and charged 50 yards to 
the line. He was brought 
down just short and then 
a wild pass saw 
Blackwood re-claim the 
ball, eventually resulting 
in a second score for 
Byron Williams. 

As the minutes ticked 
down, Blackwood 


scored twice more with 
Jeremy Lloyd and Aaron 
Humphries both cross¬ 
ing, and Lloyd added a 
further goal to make it 
48-28. 

The final score in an 
excellent game went to 
Michael John, who had 
covered four different 
positions during the 
match, and Lloyd 
O’Connor kicked the 
goal to make the final 
score 48-34 to 
Blackwood - who now 
go straight into the 
Wales grand final. 

After the game, Blue 
Bulls captain Lloyd 
O’Connor said: “We are 
down but not out. The 
lads who came in today 
have done a great job 
and with a little more 
luck and composure we 
could have won. We will 
now concentrate on beat¬ 
ing the Cougars in two 
weeks and then, hopeful¬ 
ly, it will be third time 
lucky in the final over 
Blackwood.”
